U.S. Patent No. 5,926,897, issued on July 27, 1999 to VOLPENHEIN, DANIEL W, 
describes a toothbrush which provides superior cleaning as well as gum and inter dental 
stimulation. The toothbrush has an elongated member extending between two ends. The elongate 
member has a head at one of its ends. The head has a plurality of tufts comprising a multiplicity 
of bristles. The tufts have proximal ends attached to the head, distal ends extending outwardly 
from the head and sides extending between the distal and proximal ends. The distal ends of the 
tufts are angled downwardly from a peak so that adjacent tufts form a V shaped profile when 
looking at the side of the tufts. The head further includes a number of additional bristles attached 
thereto and extending above the peaks of the tufts. Alternatively, the tufts of bristles may include 
a predetermined number of bristles that are stiffer than the rest. 

W09742854 issued on November 20, 1997 to KANEDA et ah, describes a tooth brush 
comprising a plurality of tufts, each of which comprises a plurality of bristles embedded 
respectively in bored holes which are vertically and laterally formed in a head portion of the 
toothbrush. The tufts each comprise first and second bristles, such that in each of the tufts, the 
total of the first and second bristles is 50 % or more, in number. 

JP7284412, issued on October 31, 1995 to SANO KIYOSHI , discloses a brush head 
formed with a plurality of bristle planting holes. Bundles of the filaments are bent into the U- 
shaped form and the bent parts of the filament bundles are drivably planted in the bristle planting 
holes together with locking piece like wires. The bent part of the filament is located somewhat 
near the spherical tip to plant the filament bundle while the spherical tip is deviated from the 
tapered tip. Thus, the flexible tapered tips are liable to enter a pocket in the surrounding of tooth 
with a slight brushing pressure without being hindered by the spherical tip so that the sordes on 
tooth accumulated in the pocket in the surrounding of the tooth can be surely removed.. 

JP505 1 834U, issued on July 9, 1 993 is also disclosed.
